A BIG FIRE 
AT COWLBY 


The quietude of Cowley was disturb- 
ed on Tuesday afternoon when the 
alarm went out that the Alberta hotel 
was on-fire. Crowds gathered and 1m 
a very short ti.ne the house was sur- 
rounded by excited people. Smoke 
was seen issuing fromthe back. Sev- 
eral attempts were made to gain ac- 
cess to the upper flats through the 
front entrance, but the smake was so 
dense that none could succeed. By, a 
mere Miracle the aceupants, including 


seven stuall children, who were in al 


room on the second. flat, scrambled 

down stairs and out to a place of safe- 
ty. In Jess than. five minutes the 
house was filled with flames and smoke 
and all hope of saving it or any of its 
contents was lost, Flames began to 
break ont on all sides and the big 
building became enwrapped in. the 
fiery element. In the bar was a large 
stock of liquors in bottles and casks. 
When the flames reached here there 
came “ series of violent explosions and 
time wnd again the building was seen 
to sway fron the concussion, A gaso- 

lene tank ‘stood below the eastern corn- 
er, to which the fire soon, made a way 

Then came one great burst,rending the: 
corner and sending pieces of board fly- 
in all directious, In less than twenty- 
five minutes from the start the hotel 
collapsed leaving nothing standing but 
achininey. In the meantime fire was 
noticed in one corner of an annexed 
livery stable and attention was drawn 
that way. An axe-and-bucket brigade

The report shows that in the pro- 
vinces west. of Wifuipeg, where ele- 
Vator storage has been erected: that 
1,768 elevators are in active operation 
aud that there is a storage capacity of 
51,231,000 bushels, or an inerease of 
11,197,500 bushels, Of this general in- 
crease Alberta is credited ‘with 56 sta- 
tions, where new ‘elevators were 
erected; 119 new elevators aud an ins, 
crease in capacity of 3,058,000 bushels, 
This is an increase in capacity of over 
06 1-2 percent for the year, or almost 
The nimber of elevators in- 
creased from 109° to-228 while there 
were only three gram warehouses 
erected in the province during the 
year; This would indicate that the 
grain companies have the fullest con- 
fidence in the permanent rapid in- 
crease in grain growing-and are build- 
ing large, up to diate facilities for 
handling it. ‘
